In the firſt place, I would' obſerve It is as 
beceſſary that the world houd be often thinned of 
its inhabitants, as that a garden ſhould be cleared 
of its weeds, or a field of turnips, or a bed of 
carrots, ſhould be thinned of its plants, that thoſe 
which remain may thrive.
